WARTIME HOSPITAL REGULATIONS 
A folder which is distributed to those entering the 
Warren Gene ral Hospital for their advice and guidance, 
contains necessary wartime regulations which should 
prove informative and interesting not only to patients 
but their relatives and friends who may contemplate 
visits to the institution. 
Times-Mirror readers will co­ 
operate with the institution if they will read and abide 
by the following instructions: 


WE ARE RESOLVED to m aintain the care of our patients 
a t the highest level of service despite the demands of war. 
We, therefore, ask th at you accept the following necessary 
wartime regulations with patience and understanding: 


1. Request your visitors to REDUCE THE NUMBER OF 
‘ VISITS. 
We are now caring for a larger number of prtients 
and the resulting increase in visitors interferes with service. 


• 
2. MAKE VISITS AS BRIEF AS POSSIBLE. 
When you do 
receive a visit, please see to it that the visit is kept as brief 
as possible. 
Long visits exhaust the patient’s vitality and 
impede recovery. 


3. DURING VISITS please do not discuss the war, illnesses, 
or anything wh.'ch will cause you excitement. 


4. DO NOT PERMIT ANYONE WITH A COLD to visit you. 
Doctors have requested that this rule be strictly enforced. 


5. Ask visitors to SPEAK QUIETLY, WALK SOFTLY, NOT 
TO RAMBLE ABOUT THE ROOMS. WARDS, OR CORRI­ 
DORS. 
Ordinary sounds are often annoying to the person 
who is ill. 


6. TELEPHONE CALLS. 
Please tell your friends to send 
letteres or cards rather than repeatedly telephoning the hos­ 
pital. 
Our telephone lines m ust be kept clear for em ergen­ 
cies. 
One telephone call can very well do for a half dozen, 
if news of your progress is relayed to family and friends. 


7. GIFTS TO PATIENTS. Tell your friends not to send gifts 
which require tim e and attention of our employees. 
Nurses 
and other personnel are needed for more im portant duties. 


8. DO YOUR PART TO H E L P—be a good patient 
the kind 
of patient who cooperates. 
Adopt the attitude th at your 
physician and those who carry out his instructions are seeking 
to speed your recovery. 
Don’t allow yourself to become dis­ 
turbed over little annoyances. 


Please signal only when really necessary. 
We are short- 
handed and emergency calls must be answered first. 
And 
please be patient with volunteer nurses’ aids 
remember that 
these volunteers are devoting their services free of charge 
during this war emergency. 
Then, too, if the food isn’t all 
that you would like, please accept this graciously, for hos­ 
pitals also are faced with rationing and shortages. 
Expect only the essentials In nursing service -your nurse 
no longer has the tim e to be a beautician, secretary, or com­ 
panion. 
Finally, when convalescing, help yourself as much 
as possible. 
In that way you can help US to help YOU. 


STEPAN MUST HANG 
Nobody ever can question that Max Stephan, Detroit 
restaurateur, was given the benefit of every legal re­ 
course after he was convicted of treason for sheltering 
an escaped Nazi flyer. 
The entire judicial hierarchy has looked over the 
case. 
It has been put up to the Supreme Court three 
times. 
Now Stephan must hang. 
He was entitled to 
utilize all the machinery of law; that is a basic difference 
between the country he betrayed and the one for which 
he sold his soul. 
Bong guilty beyond all doubt, he 
deserves no pity. 


For tile past few days young men have been ob­ 
served swimming and bathing in the Allegheny river 
between the Hickory street and lower Pennsylvania 
Railroad bridges. 
This is a practice that has been
